SALMON VARIETY 


Ottawa, August 5.—Two specimens 
of Albino Spring salmon in good con- 
dition, and weighing about one pound 
and a half, have been received by 
the fisheries branch. department of 
marines and fisheries for its hatoher- 
jes at Cowichan Lake, Vancouver 
Island. 

These fish are something of a curi- 
osity, and have created considerable 
interest. It is said that 180 Albino 
fich, almost pure white in color, have 
been found. * * * Experiments 
are being carried on to discover 
whether these fish will reproduce 
without going to sea, and if so wheth- 
er their progeny will exhibit the same 
lack of color. Proposed experiments, 
it is thought. will Le watched with 
interest by scientists and fish cultur- 
alfsts generally.

Dear Sir,— : 

May I ask you to insert these few 
lines in your valuable paper? 

I noticed in your Wednesday's edi- 
tion that my name appeared at the 
close of a list of officers appointed 
for the next Prohibition campaign. 

I wish to say that my name was put 
down without any consent of mine 
ever being asked for or given, and I 
cannot help considering it a lack of 
courtesy on the part of those who had 
it down. 

Besides, though I am devoted as 
much as anyone to the cause of tem- 
perance, and while wishing that an 
adequate cure for the drink evil may 
be discovered, I confess that my 
views as to the advisability of the 
course followed, and the efficacy of 
the methods used, differ widely from 
those advocated by the organizers of 
the camapign. It is my personal con- 
viction that the drastic measures re- 
sorted to are rather apt to comprom- 
ise than to promote the cause of 
temperance. Moral reform is better 
achieved by patient education and 
reasonable restriction than by sud- 
den and total suppression. 

Others may be just as thorough in 
upholding opposite views, and I do 
certainly respect the sincerity of 
their purpose and of their efforts, but, 
so long as I disagree with them, as I 
do, on the question of prohibition, my 
name cannot consistently appear on 
the list of the committee, and I beg 
the person responsible for its inser- 
tion kindly to withdraw it.

LISTS OF UNOCCUPIED 
LANDS FOR SALE 


Among the natural resources of 
Canada agricultural land is by far 
the most important, the value of 
field crops alone being four times as 
great in 1919 as that of allother raw 
products of mines, fisheries and for- 
ests combined 

Canada has a land area of 2,306,- 
502,400 acres, but obviously much of 
this is not adapted for cultivation. 
Without taking into consideration for- 
est or swamp land, much of which will 
ultimately be tilled, nor of unexplored 
northern areas, there remai nat least 
300,000,000 acres available for agri- 
cultural development. 

Only about one sixth of these 300 
million acres are under cultivation, 
and 250 million are still unimproved. 
It is estimated that there are in Cana- 
da about 180 million acres of agricul- 
tural land in private ownership with 
a rural population of 4% millions; in 
other words, not taking into account 
mining, lumbering, fishing, domestic 
duties and other activities, each Cana- 
dian man, woman and child _ living 
outside of a town may on the average 
be assumed to be farming 40 acres. 
In Northern Europe the rural popula- 
tion on the same basfs, biit with far 
less widespread occupation, is attend- 
ing to 44% acres per head. 

To utilize the agricultural land, and 
thus widen the basic factor of Cana- 
da’s production, is, then, all impor- 
tant. for it is on this that the devel- 
opment of the other natural resourc- 
es depend. ‘The day of the free home- 
stead within easy reach of a railway is 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past, 
and’ means other than free- grants 
must be looked to for rural develop- 
ment. 

For the man who intends to farm 
there is, as stated above, a vast area 
in private ownership, a jJarge propor- 
tion of which is of necessity unoccu- |

PREMIER HECKLED 


Throughout his speech, the premier 
was subjected to interruptions from 
both sides of the house, intervention 
of the speaker frequently being re- 
quired to preserve order. In the 
course of his reproaches against Mr. 
Asquith, the premier said it might 
have been supposed from Mr. 
Asquith’s speech that Ireland was a 
paradise in 1918, whereas, he declar- 
ed, the facts were that In that year 
there was an army of over 150,000 en- 
listed men in Ireland, engaged in 
treasonable conspiracy, and in negoti- 
ations with the Germans. He said 
this army had undertaken to attack 
Great Britain two months after the 
German offensive, of which it had 
been informed. ; 

“It was in the same year,” he went 
on, “we discovered documents in the 
pockets of men who are now leaders 
of South and West Ireland, showing 
there was an arrangement between 
them and the Germans to attack us 
at the moment of our .greatest peril.”

GRAIN ELEVATOR 
EMPLOYEES STRIKE 


PROTEST AGAINST REFUSAL TO 
* RAISE WAGES TO 54 CENTS 
PER HOUR 


Montreal, Aug. 5.—Grain elevator 
employees of the Grand Trunk to the 
number of 50 men are on strike as a 
protest against the refusal of the 
Montreal Warehouse Company, which 
operates the elevator they are em- 
ployed in, to raise their wages. The 
men, are asking far an increase from 
40 and, 42 cents an hour to 54 cents. 

Montreal musicians have submitted 
to theatre managers here a new scale 
of salaries and a committee has been 
appointed to interview- employers. 

Final report and reply of employees 
will be submitted at the general 
meeting of the -Musicians’ Union on 
Sunday next. 


(By the Organizer): 
In these ‘days of the automobile, 


what is the use of having a province 


full of scenery if the roads are few 
and far between and of the ox wagon 
type? How can a province with nat- 
ural resources ‘second to none expect 
to keep up with ‘the procession in the 
development of these resources with 
the arteries of communication entirely 
unsuited to present day traffic—roads 
still of the pioneer type? After a pre- 
liminary “once over” trip of a _ por- 
tion of the roads, a trip fraught with 
more discomfort and disaster in three 
weeks than previously encountered 
in three years, we find it difficult to 
Keep within the bounds of parliamen- 
tary language in conveying our first 
impressions. 

Entering the province from Macklin, 
en route to Provost, we passed over a 
few miles of fair road, which shortly 
deteriorated into a prairie trail—as 
usual, winding, grass grown, and full 
of “spring-busting’ bumps. A town 
that boasts such an unusually first- 
class hotel, and garages second to 
none, is certainly deserving of better 
approaches. The travelling salesman 
undoubtedly knows all about it and 
puts up with a lot of grief to get to 
it, but Andy Hutson’s hostelry should 
be a mecca for tourists. That class 
of traffic, however, follows the lines 
of least resistance-those linesdo not 
lead to Provost. There is some slight 
hope for better conditions, as the 
morning of our departure an inspection 
committee, composed of Minister Mc- 
Lean, Representative Turgeon and 
several headliners in the engineering 
department, conveyed by a delegation 
of local pilots. looked over the roads in 
this section and promised imprvement. 
this section and promised improve- 
ment. . 

Our next objective was Monitor. Pil- 
oted by mine host Hutson, number 
two in line being Mr. Wilson of the 
‘Yorkton (Sask.) Club, and party, en 
route to Banff, we pulled out of town. 
Tt was particularly fortunate that we 
had a pilot, as without one, we prob- 
ably would have been wande?fing 
around the trails in that hilly wilder- 
ness yet. The trail we followed no 
one would ever pick out for a road. It 
seemed to be the worst one of the !ot 
—barbed wire fences, gates, plowed 
ground, wheat fields, rocks, gopher 
and badger holes and corkscrew turns 
composed the major portion of this 
main thoroughfare between towns. 
Monitor,.if such a thing were pos: 
sible, is even worse off than Provost. 
It has, however, a live wire Board of 
Trade, who has been hustling for im- 
provements, and succeeded in having 
the inspection committee above re- 
ferred to, accompanied by the local 
member, look them over, and improve- 
ments are also promised. ‘ 

Mr. Deadmarsh, of the Pioneer 
Store, a League member, kindly vol- 
unteered to lead us some ten or 
twelve miles and put us on the road 
to Youngstown. After explicit in- 
structions as to general direction and 
encouraging remarks to’ the effect 
that we could not miss it, as all we 
had to do was follow the best looking 
trail, we set sail over this other un- 
charted wilderness. It was not many 
miles hefore we apparently ran out cf 
roads and houses; prairie trails were 
again the order of the day. Discretion 
called for a “pussy-footing” gait, eight 
to sixteen miles an hour. That did not 
save us from grief, however. After 
“inching” our way for about fourteen 
miles in a deep rutted trail, we ran 
into a young granite quarry entirely 
concealed by the grass in the sod 
between the wheel and centre ruts. 
Our front rear spring hanger got the 
worst of it, breaking short off from 
the frame. 

A series of bumps, gulleys and rocks 
shortly after put a front spring out of 
business and cracked the frame. One 
hundred and twenty in the shade, a 
deep-rutted trail, and a personal in- 
spection of the damage gtirred up five 
hundred thousand mosquitoés. We 
concluded that was no place to oper- 
ate, so we trusted to luck, and the 
thing hanging together until we could 
reach a convenient spot to set up our 
repair shop. After forty minutes at a 
pace that would make a snail look like 
Barney Oldfield, we located the Chat- 
eau de Sturmer, where we put in the

tion of Fatty Arbuckle disguised as 
the garage gopher. With Mr. Avery's 
kind- assistance we succeeded in hang- 
ingonanewfront spring and impro- 
visinga frot rear spring hanger out 
of wire. Overcome by the heat, our 
exertions and over-indulgence in cold 
well water, we spent a restless night. 
At five o’clock the next afternoon, as 
a consequence of the kindly ministra- 
tions of Madam Sturmer and frequent 
libations of hot ginger tea and pepper- 
mint,.we were enabled to get under 
way again. 

It being thirty odd miles of a simil- 
ar road to Youngstown, we felt it wise, 
due to the danger of our temporary 
repairs not holding together, to fol- 
low the railroad towns. After sever- 
al days creeping along through rain 
and mud (we have carried rain with 
us for three years), we made Stettler, 
where the welder of Jim Bentley’s 
official garage successfully “operated 
on the broken members. 

Sunday afternoon we started out 
for Red Deer, south to Calgary, where 
we were to pick up a new frame. As 
far as scenery goes, this fifty odd miles 
is a beautiful drive, but it is a difficult 
matter to absorb the beauties of ngt- 
ure when both eyes have to be glued 
to the road. More prairie trails, 
corkscrew curves and hills. At Red 
Deer we struck the Calgary-Edmonton 
Trail, and felt that our troubles were 
over as the road had been dragged 
and .was in good condition. From Dids- 
bury to Carstairs whoever had chargé 
of the dragging operations forgot that 
for a drag to do any good it should be 
used immediately after a rain—not 
after the ruts had dried hard. After 
successfully navigating the ridges to 
within a few miles of Carstairs we 
again came to grief; one of the ruts 
wrenched off a front wheel—fortunate- 
ly in front of Wes. Shantz's house. He 
is a good scout, and put in the fore- 
noon helping us get under way. Not 
only that( but he invited ‘us to break- 
fast and dinner—a regular Samaritan 
guy—and Mrs. Wes. is some cook. 
We did not do a thing to the fresh let- 
tuce, and we are due there again in 
ja couple of weeks when the peas are 
‘ripe.
